A CHILDMINDER has told how 
she ran from a smoke-filled 
house with a baby in her arms 
when an explosion rocked 
homes in a quiet village. 

Lyn Pavis has been hailed a 
hero after she saved baby Char¬ 
lie who was asleep in her home 
in Bottisham when the blast 
happened on Monday 

The 51-year-old was looking 
after the six-month-old son of 
Dawn Stewart, 36, of Teversh- 
am, when cylinders exploded 
next door. 

She said: “I was in the house 
when I saw smoke coming from 
the shed and then there was the 
bang. Charlie was sleeping and 
my first thought was just to get 
him out of the house. 

“The way the fire caught so 
quickly and with Charlie asleep 
I just grabbed him in the duvet 
and got him out of there fast. 


“There was a massive amount 
of smoke and I knew the house 
was made of wood and could 
catch fire quite easily - espe¬ 
cially when the big explosion 
happened.” 

Relieved mum Dawn has 
credited Lyn with saving her 
baby’s life. 

But Lyn said: “I’ve had a lot 
of people texting me to say well 
done but I don’t think I am a 
hero. I just did what I had to do.” 

The fire service was called to 
the garage blaze in Beechwood 
Avenue, at 8.58am and the ex¬ 
plosion was heard by residents 
at 9.12am. One described it as 
like a “bomb going off”. 

Neighbour Catherine Wight- 
wick said: “Our house was 
rocked by an explosion at 
9.12am. It happened in Beech- 
wood Avenue and we live 300- 
400 yards away. The house 
shook. It was a hell of a bang

History talk on 
the Great Fire 
of Newmarket

FLAMES and treason will be 
the subject of a talk shining 
a new light on a dramatic 
chapter in Newmarket’s past. 

Historian John Sutton has 
delved deep into the past for 
his latest project detailing 
a dramatic blaze known as 
‘The Great Fire of Newmar¬ 
ket’ in March 1683. 

Mr Sutton, of Churchill Av¬ 
enue, Newmarket said: “King 
Charles II fled from Newmar¬ 
ket due to the fire and be¬ 
cause of this he escaped an 
assasination attempt as he 
left Newmarket a week ear¬ 
lier than planned. 

“It really is a significant 
event in English history.” 

During the fire the king de¬ 
camped to Suffolk House and 
then was forced to flee for 
London. 

The royal party had 
planned to leave Newmar¬ 
ket on April 1 but due to the 
fire the king returned early, 
unwittingly foiling ‘the Rye 
House Plot’, in which extrem-

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ists had planned to shoot 
him as he passed though Rye, 
in Hertfordshire. 

But due to the Newmarket 
fire they missed his passage. 
Mr Sutton said: “Newmar¬ 


ket’s misery was Charles II’s 
salvation.” 

During his research Mr 
Sutton has unearthed excit¬ 
ing new details about the fire, 
which destroyed around 60 
homes in the High Street in 
just three hours. 

It was originally thought 
the fire began at a bridge 
on the Watercourse - under 
modern day Mill Hill - but 
Mr Sutton said key sources 
state the wind was blowing in 
a north east direction and so 
the starting point must have 
been elsewhere. 

The former Anglia Ruskin 
University lecturer believes 
the fire began at another 
bridge in High Street, near 
the Jockey Club Rooms. 

Mr Sutton will deliver his 
talk entitled ‘Flames and 
Treason’ on Saturday, April 
5 at the Suffolk Record Of¬ 
fice, in Raingate Street, Bury 
St Edmunds, between 10am 
and 12pm.

and there was a big plume 
of smoke.”

Stadium noise: 
Fight is not over 


OWNERS of a motorsports 
stadium which has been 
subject to a lengthy legal bat¬ 
tle over noise have vowed to 
take the case to Parliament. 

The Supreme Court al¬ 
lowed an appeal last month 
by Katherine Lawrence and 
Raymond Shields for com¬ 
pensation for the noise they 
suffered at their home at 
Fenland, Cooks Drove, in 
West Row, which is just 560 
metres from Mildenhall Sta¬ 
dium, home of the Fen Ti¬ 
gers speedway team. 

Now stadium owners RDC 
promotions said it will peti¬ 
tion Parliament to intervene 
in the case to protect the fu¬ 
ture of Mildenhall Stadium 
and other sporting venues 
around the country. 

In a statement the firm 
said: “Not only are we call¬ 
ing on the Government to 
intervene in this case to en¬ 
sure stockcar and speedway

continues at Mildenhall Sta¬ 
dium as it has done since 
1975 but we want to change 
the law in this country. 

“We are calling on the 
Government to establish in 
statute that a person coming 
to an area should accept 
the existing activity tak¬ 
ing place as the char¬ 
acter of the area if it 
is operating legally 
and has already 
been granted plan¬ 
ning permission. 

“In short not only 
do we want to protect 
the future of Milden¬ 
hall Stadium and RDC 
Promotions but we want to 
ensure this does not happen 
to any other establish sport¬ 
ing or leisure venue in this 
country ever again. 

“Our fight will be an in¬ 
credibly hard one and to get 


Parliament to change the law 
will be no easy task and only 
with the support of everyone 
connected to our sport will 
we stand a chance.” 

Ms Lawrence and Mr 
Shields lived at the property 
between January 2006 and 
May 2010. They claimed to 
have no idea they were 
moving near the stadi¬ 
um when they bought 
their home. 

Their victory is 
the latest in a long- 
running saga which 
saw the couple 
awarded £20,000 in 
damages from the 
stadium by the High 
Court in 2011, stripped 
of the award by the Appeal 
Court in 2012, and then re¬ 
warded the £20,000 damages 
last month. 

Costs will be awarded in 
the Supreme Court on May 
15.

Timpson said the DfE 
had taken action to 
ensure the academy 
chains focus on improv¬ 
ing results. 

Ian Cleland, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of ATT, said: “We 
are committed to trans¬ 
forming the learning 
opportunities and aspi¬ 
rations for all our pupils 
who are at the heart of 
everything we do. 

“Following discus¬ 
sions with DfE in au¬ 
tumn last year, we have 
focused our expertise 
and time on consolidat¬ 
ing our 16 academies. 


“We look forward to 
seeing rapid improve¬ 
ment across all our 
academies and are ex¬ 
pecting this to be re¬ 
flected in the Summer’s 
SATs, GCSE and A-level 
results.” 

Susan Byles MCA 
principal said it has 
seen a “significant” level 
of improvement since 
becoming an academy. 

She said: “Since our 
conversion to an acad¬ 
emy, I have worked 
closely with our sponsor 
Academy Transforma¬ 
tion Trust, whose sup¬ 
port has played a sig¬ 
nificant role in helping 


to drive up standards 
and change the climate 
and culture for learning 
at the academy. 

“The levels of im¬ 
provement that have 
taken place at MCA in 
its first eight months

MR KNOWLEDGE: Lizzy chats to tour guide Malcolm Roper 


LIZZY BUCHAN 
makes some new 
friends on a tour of 
the National Stud 

T UCKED away on the race¬ 
course side of Newmarket, you 
could almost be forgiven for 
missing the National Stud. 

But behind the striking iron gates 
lies 500 acres of stud farm which has 
been home to some of the sport’s 
most famous stallions. 

As a newcomer to racing and all 
it entails, the breeding industry is 
cloaked in mystery to me and so I tag 
along with guide Malcolm Roper on 
a whistle stop stud tour, as he cracks 
jokes and reels off the eye-watering 
fees for the stud’s resident stallions. 

The National Stud was founded 
in 1916 when Lord Waverbrook gave 
his bloodstock to the British Govern¬ 
ment but the operation did not move 
to Newmarket until 1963. 

Breeding is big business and I start 
to realise why as the bus winds its 
way through the manicured pad- 
docks - we passengers craning our 
necks in the hope of seeing the treas¬ 
ure of the moment... Frankel’s first 
foal. 

As we push and shove at the edge 
of the paddock I catch a glimpse of 
the famous filly, recognisable by her 
white blaze. 

Nearby we stop to pay our respects 
to the graves of famous racehorses. 

The resting place of champion 
thoroughbred Mill Reef is a popular 
pilgirmage spot for equine enthusi¬ 
asts, Malcolm tells me. 

He says: “Every year on the anni¬ 
versary of his death a woman comes 
and lays flowers and says prayers for 
him. She once told me she loved him 
more than her husband.” 


He laughs to himself but I am not 
sure he is really joking. From here 
we visit the magnificent stallions in 
their paddocks - Bahamian Bounty, 
Dick Turpin and Pastoral Pursuits. 

I take a particular shine to Dick 
Turpin, a stunning 7-year-old who 
commands a fee of £4,000 a time. 

The stallions can each cover up 
to 100 mares a year, which takes 
place in the covering unit under the 
watchful eye of stud staff. 

We all shuffle into the covering 
shed where Malcolm proceeds to 
run through what seems to me to be 
a distinctly unromantic process. 

Once a carefully selected mare is 
declared ready by a vet she is brought 
to meet her mate, often with her foal 
who will be kept in sight. 

She is dressed in a leather cape 
to protect her and a pair of boots to 
prevent her from kicking the valu¬ 
able stallions. 

A teaser stallion is brought in to 
get the mare ‘in the mood’ before be¬ 
ing booted out in time for the main 


event. Afterwards they go their sep¬ 
arate ways, unless the mare is not 
tested in foal in which case she will 
return to the stud. 

Reeling from all this information, 
I hop on the bus in seach of some 
foals. 

Unfortunately the foaling unit 
is empty when we pass by but the 
beautiful building hosts 25 boxes for 
expectant mares who are kept under 
24 hour supervision by staff. 

But in a nearby paddock I strike 
lucky as there are two darling foals 
who are no more than four weeks 
old. 

As they chase around, knocking 
into their mothers’ knees in the weak 
spring sunshine, I wonder whether 
I am looking at some of the equine 
stars of tomorrow.

FOUR new bungalows are being 
built to provide “a better quality 
of life” for people with disabilities.

Cllr Alan Murray, Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet member for 
health and adult care, said: “Pro¬ 
viding fit-for-purpose homes 
which enable people with com¬ 
plex learning difficulties is vital in 
helping them to live independent 
and fulfilling lives. 

“The impact of this partnership 
and provision of supported hous¬ 
ing helps deliver on our intent to 
provide a better quality of life for 
these people.” 

The £650,000 project is due to 
be completed in November. 


Report moots US 
air base closure

THE FUTURE of RAF Lakenheath 
is up in the air as a report com¬ 
missioned by the US Government 
has recommended it for closure. 

The report, by thinktank RAND 
Corporation, has suggested a 
range of cost-cutting measures 
in Europe to the US Department 
of Defense, including the closure 
of the US Air Force (USAF) base 
which has been operating at Lak¬ 
enheath for more than 70 years. 

Another option is moving the 
resident 48th Fighter Wing squad¬ 
ron to another base and keeping 
RAF Lakenheath as an intelligence 
and communications centre. 

RAND’s report is part of the US 
Department of Defense’s ongoing 
European Infrastructure Consoli¬ 
dation (EIC) review which could 



see swingeing cuts across the US- 
AF’s European operation. 

In its current state RAF Lak¬ 
enheath costs the USAF around 
$211 million per year to run. 

The report also suggests relo¬ 


cating some forces from nearby 
RAF Mildenhall. The base would 
remain operational 

RAF Lakenheath and RAF Mil¬ 
denhall contribute an estimated 
£500 million annually to the local 
economy. 

Cllr fames Waters, leader of For¬ 
est Heath District Council, said: 
“Changes do raise concern be¬ 
cause so many local people are 
involved with the bases, but noth¬ 
ing is definite and we will deal 
with it if it happens. 

“Our role is to drive economic 
growth and create resilience to 
help meet changes, so we will 
work alongside the bases to un¬ 
derstand how we can help to de¬ 
velop new opportunities.” 

A spokesperson for RAF Lak¬ 
enheath said they were unable 
to comment on the report at this 
stage. 


Man exposed 
himself to 
teenage girls 

A MAN dropped his trousers and 
committed a "lewd act" in front of 
three teenage girls in Mildenhall. 

Police are appealing for information 
after the man indecently exposed 
himself to the girls at around 4.45pm 
on Monday, March 17 in College Heath 
Road, close to Hornbeam Road. 

A spokesman for Suffolk Constabulary 
said: "The girls had been waiting in the 
road when they became aware of a man 
who had been stood on the opposite 
side of the road for around half an hour. 

"The man then dropped his trousers 
and committed a lewd act, at which 
point the girls screamed and he ran 
away." 

The man is described as white, aged 
in his late 20s to early 30s, wearing a 
black hooded top, black beanie hat, 
black tracksuit bottoms with white 
stripes down the side and white 
trainers.

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MP welcomes 
the closure of 


tax loophole 


A LOOPHOLE allowing offshore book¬ 
makers to avoid paying taxes was closed 
last week’s budget announcement - to 
the delight of Newmarket’s MP. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West Suf¬ 
folk, said the move would provide “a 
bright future” for the horse racing indus¬ 
try following the budget speech by Chan¬ 
cellor George Osborne. 

This loophole previously allowed large 
bookmakers to avoid tax, UK consumer 
regulations and the levy payments by op¬ 
erating their online businesses from off¬ 
shore, according to Mr Hancock. 

The Chancellor also pledged to look to 
introduce ‘Racing Right’, a legally bind¬ 
ing basis for a future commercial fund¬ 
ing agreement between racing and the 
gambling industry. 

Mr Hancock said: “I am delighted at 
the announcement, which is a big step 
towards fair funding for racing. 

“A Racing Right represents the Holy 
Grail of fair funding arrangements for

racing and gambling. Most important of 
all, it would create a level playing field 
and a sustainable future for Britain’s sec¬ 
ond most popular sport. 

“The Government is clearly listening 
to the voice of the sport, to secure future 
finances, and ultimately find a solid 
foundation for a proper commercial rela¬ 
tionship between racing and bookmakers 
which, after all, depend on one another. 

“This news provides a bright future for 
Britain’s sport of kings.” 

Bookmakers were also hit with a higher 
tax rate on fixed odds gaming machines, 
leaving the industry reeling as share pric¬ 
es fell for Ladbrokes and William Hill. 

A spokesman for William Hill, which 
has a branch in Newmarket’s High 
Street, said the announcement was “yet 
more taxes on an already heavily taxed 
industry”.

SIGHTS ON RIO: If you don’t try you will never succeed, says Claire Connon 


When budding rower Claire Connon 
was diagnosed with a rare and life- 
limiting condition, she thought she'd 
never pick up an oar again. Nine years 
on, the 28-year-old has her sights set 
on Rio 2016. She tells her story to 
LYDIA FALLON. 


O UT on the water is 
where Claire Connon 
feels most at home. 
Rowing down the River 
Cam as the sun begins to rise; 
wind in her hair and a smile 
on her face, the 28-year-old 
feels truly alive. It’s where 
she is supposed to be. “It 
feels like the most natural 
place for me to be,” muses 
Claire when we meet at her 
Cambridge home. “It’s where 
I belong and what I should be 
doing -1 just love it.” 

Rowing is Claire’s life; she 
lives and breathes the sport, 
every day getting up at the 
crack of dawn to snatch just a 
few moments on the water - 
“my friends and family think 
I’m mad,” she laughs. 

Mad? Maybe. Inspiring? 
Definitely. The fact Claire’s 
even in a boat at all is a mira¬ 
cle, considering just a few 
years ago it seemed like an 
improbable dream. 

Diagnosed with a rare con¬ 
dition called Ehlers-Danlos 
syndrome when she was 
in her second year study¬ 
ing geography at Cambridge 
University, Claire now uses 
a wheelchair and has to take 
all her food through a tube. 
Every day is a struggle, but 
Claire was not prepared to 
give up the thing she loves 
most. “Even though I couldn’t 
walk or eat, the only thing 
I was really bothered about 
was the fact I couldn’t row,” 
says Claire. “My mum want¬ 
ed to throw away some of my 
old rowing kit and I said no, 
I couldn’t come to terms with 
the fact I couldn’t row. 

“I felt like if I gave those 
things up, it would be admit¬ 
ting that I wasn’t going back 


to rowing and that wasn’t 
something I was prepared to 
do.” 

And she didn’t. 

In 2012 Claire started pa¬ 
ra-rowing and hasn’t looked 
back since. She now has her 
sights firmly set on follow¬ 
ing in the footsteps of her 
heroes and competing at the 
Rio Para-lympics in 2016. “I 
sit and watch the Paralym¬ 
pics and think I want to be 
on that podium one of these 
days,” Claire smiles. 

“I was at Eton Dorney in 
2012 and it was amazing, but 
all I kept thinking was ‘I want 
to be in that boat’. It’s my ul¬ 
timate ambition - I want to 
be the best, there’s no point 
in aiming for anything else 
really, is there?” 

Claire was always an active 
child. Growing up she signed 
up to any sport she could. 

“I’ve always loved sport,” 
she says. “I had more after¬ 
school clubs on than there 
were days in the week at 
one point. Netball, rounders, 
badminton, diving - what¬ 
ever sport they could offer.” 

But it was rowing that re¬ 
ally got her heart pumping. 
Claire first got involved in 


2004 when she was asked to 
join the university boat club 
(“mainly because I was tall!”) 
and was instantly hooked. It 
looked like she was on the 
path to a promising career 
in the sport, but when she 
picked up a vims out of the 
blue, everything changed. “I 
can tell you the exact mo¬ 
ment when it happened. I 
was walking down Mill Road 
and it literally felt like some¬ 
one had pulled the plug on 
me. All my energy suddenly 
went and all I could think 
was ‘I need to get home right 
now’.” 

Claire’s health started dete¬ 
riorating at an alarming pace. 
She was determined to carry 
on as normal, but even per¬ 
forming the smallest of tasks 
was now proving to be the 
ultimate struggle. She was 
in complete turmoil. “I was 
so tired all the time and had 
a lot of joint pain,” Claire re¬ 
members, describing some of 
her symptoms. 

“It was a fatigue I’d never 
experienced before; it wasn’t 
like you’d just worked really 
hard, it was never-ending, al¬ 
most like a climbing through 
treacle sensation. 
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“No matter how hard you 
tried, you still couldn’t get 
anywhere. I would fall asleep 
at my desk because even the 
gap between my desk and my 
bed was too much - I was so 
weak. 

“I was forced to give up 
rowing and spent several 
months getting a lot worse. 
My knees kept buckling and 
I ended up on crutches and 
then eventually a wheel¬ 
chair.” 

Claire’s mobility wasn’t the 
only thing to suffer; she soon 
started developing severe 
problems with her gastric 
system too. “I was throwing 
up after every meal; I would 
even throw up my evening 
meal at breakfast the next 
morning,” says Claire. “It got 
to a point where I couldn’t re¬ 
ally eat at all.” 

Claire had expected her 
time at university to be one 
of the best experiences of her 
life, but, in fact, it was turn¬ 
ing into a nightmare. How 
did she stay strong? “I’ve al¬ 
ways tried to be positive per¬ 
son and sitting in bed moping 
all day isn’t going to change 
anything,” says Claire. 

“All I knew was that I 
wanted to finish my degree, 
so that’s all I focused on and 
I didn’t have time to freak out 
about being ill. 

“The university wanted to 
give me an unclassified mark 
but I said no, I wanted to stay 
on and finish my degree, re¬ 
gardless of whatever classifi¬ 
cation I could get. I worked 
half an hour on, and half an 
hour off, through my exam 
period and pretty much 
survived them by living on 
Haribo and Lucozade. I just 
needed enough sugar to keep 
me awake. “ 

Doctors had initially diag¬ 
nosed Claire with ME, but 
her symptoms didn’t seem 
to quite add up. “I had more 
and more symptoms that 
didn’t fit their diagnosis and 
after joining an ME charity 
for young people, we discov¬ 
ered there was a group of 
us who all had very similar 
symptoms,” Claire explains. 

“After five years of misdi¬ 
agnosis I persuaded my GP 
to send me to a doctor in 
London who specialised in a 
condition called Ehlers-Dan- 
los syndrome (EDS), and he 
took one look at me and said 
‘why has it taken so long for 
someone to work this out? 
It’s so obvious’.” 

EDS is a rare genetic con¬ 
dition which affects the con¬ 
nective tissue in the body. 
Notoriously hard to diag¬ 
nose; typical symptoms in¬ 


clude stretchy skin, loose 
joints and extremely fragile 
body tissues, not to men¬ 
tion chronic and excruciat¬ 
ing pain. Misdiagnosed and 
often misunderstood by the 
medical community, Claire 
believes she’s actually suf¬ 
fered from EDS since child¬ 
hood. “I’d had problems 
with my joints since I was 
tiny and always had lots of 
strains and sprains. Doctors 
just assumed I had weak 
joints because of all the div¬ 
ing and gymnastics. But I do 
remember one time being 
sent home from school be¬ 
cause my knees had locked 
and I couldn’t walk, so it was 
always there lurking.” 

After so long spent search¬ 
ing in vain for the correct di¬ 
agnosis, Claire admits it was 
huge relief to finally be able 
to put a name to the condi¬ 
tion. “It was like, I know 
you have just told me I have 
an incurable disease, but at 
least I know now and I was 
able to finally get the help 
I needed. I realised I wasn’t 
alone anymore.” 

But she was still incred¬ 
ibly weak. Now a full-time 
wheelchair user and un¬ 
able to keep anything she 
was eating down, every day 
was a struggle. “My eating 
was gradually getting worse 
and worse,” Claire remem¬ 
bers. “Because of the EDS 
my stomach became kind 
of floppy and didn’t have 
the ability to push any food 
through.” 

Claire was becoming se¬ 
verely malnourished, and 
after trying several differ¬ 
ent nutrition methods, with 
varying results, in 2012 doc¬ 
tors decided that she needed 
to be fed intravenously, on 
Total Parenteral Nutrition 
(TPN). It proved the turning 
point. “I have a little hole 
here,” she says, tapping her 
heart. “And there’s a devise 
underneath my skin which I 
put a needle in and connect 
to a bag of fluid full of glu¬ 
cose, vitamins, minerals __ 
- basically everything 
I need to keep me 
alive each day. 

“For 12 hours 
every night I 
attach the drip 
bag to the de- — 
vice, which then ^ 
infuses with my 
blood. 

“It is hard work 
and a complete pain 
but it was the best decision 
I ever made,” she smiles. 
“Right from the beginning 
the change in me was just 
fantastic; it was like I was

a completely different per¬ 
son. My friends and family 
couldn’t believe it, they used 
to see me just sleeping and 
barely able to function, but 
after starting TPN I finally 
found the energy I had before 
I was ill.” 

After discovering a local 
adaptive rowing club, Claire 
even felt well enough to re¬ 
turn to the water. It proved to 
be a life-changing decision. 
“I discovered I was actually 
quite good at it. In fact, I was 
a much better adaptive rower 
than I had ever been as an 
able-bodied rower!” 

‘Quite good’ may be a slight 
understatement. Within six 
weeks of taking up the sport 
again, Claire entered her first 
para-rowing competition. 
It was a success, in fact, a 
huge success. “I won my first 
adaptive race in Wales,” she 
smiles proudly. “It was fan¬ 
tastic, I was so happy. I was 
absolutely knackered most of 
the time too but I loved being 
back. 

“I realised rowing made 
me so much calmer and less 
stressed; you don’t have to 
worry about anything else 
- you are just there to row 
and can ignore the rest of the 
world.” 

That race in Wales was 
just the start. Over the last 
two years, Claire’s para¬ 
rowing career has gone from 
strength to strength. She 
now trains at least 10 times 
a week, lifts weights close to 
those re-quired of the able- 
bodied GB athletes and now 
has her sights firmly set on 
the ultimate goal; to break 
new medical, scientific and 
sporting grounds by becom¬ 
ing the first intravenously- 
fed athlete to compete at a 
Paralympics. It’s awe-inspir¬ 
ing stuff. 

In her darkest hours, 
when rowing seemed a dis¬ 
tant memory, could Claire 
ever have imagined she’d be 
back competing against the 
world’s best? “Never,” she 
_ laughs. “It’s like I’ve al¬ 
most come full cir¬ 
cle. I’ve been to 
hell but finally 
got back. 

\ “When I was 
diagnosed I 
was complete¬ 
ly written off, I 
was told I’d nev¬ 
er make anything 
of myself, but one 
of my favourite quotes 
is ‘If they tell you what you 
want to do is impossible, 
they don’t know you’. 

“If you don’t try, you will 
never succeed.”

GUIDE 


HE’S got some voice, Miles Kane. And I’m not 
talking about the raw, 60 s dart that shoots 
through his music. 

I'm talking about the Merseyside lilt that 
laconically unspools down the phone line... 

It's much too seductive for a grey Wednesday 
morning, and smacks brilliantly of too many 
cigarettes and too much dancing (if such a thing 
exists). 

The thing is, the achingly cool 27-year-old (28 
this month), often has his voice overlooked in the 
race to detail a lengthy list of famous mates and 
stunning ex-girlfriends. It can't be helped, the boy 
swirls in the slickest of suits, in the smartest of 
circles. 

It all started for him with short-lived indie outfit, 
The Little Flames, before he swiftly moved onto 
fronting The Rascals, showcasing a serious knack 
for playing the guitar and rasping out some rock- 
laced vocals. After they disbanded in 2009, Kane 
teamed up with good friend Alex 'Arctic Monkeys' 
Turner to form the chart topping, Mercury Music 
Prize-nominated, The Last Shadow Puppets. And 
now? Well, he's doing quite all right on his own 
thank you very much (don't fret though, Shadow 
Puppet fans, he did half-promise: "I'm sure one 
day we'll reconvene"). 

"I think you always want more don't you?" he 
says bluntly when asked what he thinks of the 
reaction to his solo efforts so far; his 2011 debut, 
Colour of The Trap, and 2013's brash, rollicking, 
Don't Forget Who You Are. "That's a good thing 
because it keeps you hungry and it keeps you 
striving for the next rung on the ladder." 

It's an excellent attitude to have, considering the 
names he's so often grouped with and compared 
to. From Paul Weller, who wrote and plays piano 
on album track Fire in My Fieart ("He's lovely, he's 
a top fella and we've grown very close. I think 
we'll do more together,"), to Liam Gallagher and 
John Lennon. In an 8/10 review of Don't Forget 
Who You Are, NME said: "Kane couldn't sound 
more like the former Beatle if he tried." You can't 
even try and argue with that. 

Ask Kane what his influences are now though 
and things get a lot more niche. Currently it's New 
York soul singer Charles Bradley, who plays with 
the Menahan Street Band (nope, us neither), and 
Daptone Record label producer Tommy Brenneck. 
"I'm loving that stuff," the Birkenhead-born 
musician buzzes. "They have great clobber and 


they sound really cool. That's what's making me 
tick at the moment." 

Then there's the band he stumbled across 
on New Year's Eve: "I went to this little club in 
Highbury and there was this band called Telegram 
who were playing. They did this half hour set but 
it was cool. 

"I think so anyway," he pauses. "I was 
bladdered so technically they seemed like the best 
band I'd ever seen at that moment in time. They 
were rocking." 

So rocking in fact you'll hear them yourself if 
you get tickets to Kane's Cambridge Junction gig; 
he booked them as his tour support. He'll also be 
joined by his touring band, Jay Sharrock (drums) 
Ben Parsons (keys) Phill Anderson (bass) and 
George Moran (rhythm guitar). 

Does he miss that feeling of being in a solid, 
permanent band, being part of a group and not 
having the pressure blazing all on his own name? 
"Definitely, I do miss it," he says, explaining 
how it's toughest when he's not on the road and 
writing (which is what he's "trying" to do when 
we speak a few weeks before the start of his UK 
tour). "The thing when you are writing is that you 
can't really go into the practice room and jam, 
like when you're in a band and have that support. 
But I do love doing what I'm doing and I wouldn't 
change it for the world. No, no." 

While many bands admit touring and living on 
a bus for months at a time is just a tiring, faux- 
glamorous way of achieving chronic homesickness, 
Kane seems to genuinely adore it. 

"I just loved being on the road," he says frankly. 
"If I had my way I'd just love to stay on the road. 

I just love playing, and I think it's playing this 
second record... I'm missing playing those tunes. I 
just feel that I'm not bored of them yet." 

Between the music and a personal life that, from 
the outside, seems split equally between Liverpool 
FC and a roster of beautiful girlfriends - models 
Aygness Deyn and Suki Waterhouse (who he lost 
to Bradley Cooper) have both been charmed - the 
other major factor that makes Miles Kane, Miles 
Kane, is, of course, the clothes. 

"I guess it's just a big part of me life now, I just 
love clothes. That's it," he admits, explaining how 
he now co-designs his tour outfits - slick, slim, 
beautifully cut and not averse to a touch of velvet; 
Kane is effortlessly dapper with a mod sensibility - 
with bespoke suit maker Ray Brown.

CAPTAIN AMERICA: 

THE WINTER SOLDIER 
(I2A, 136 mins) 

PAST and present collide 
in Anthony and Joe Russo’s 
action-packed sequel to the 2011 
blockbuster, which continues 
to expand the sprawling Marvel 
Comics universe. 

Addressing timely concerns 
about unrest in the Middle East 
and the corruptibility of the 
political establishment, Captain 
America: The Winter Soldier 
is a bombastic, big-budget 
extravaganza that's every bit 
as entertaining as the opening 
chapter. 

Screenwriters Christopher 
Markus and Stephen McFeely 
are duty-bound to deliver a 
miasma of explosive thrills, and 
they don't disappoint. 

A crunching car chase 
involving S.H.I.E.L.D. director 
Nick Fury (Samuel L Jackson) 
is edge-of-the-seat stuff and a 
climactic showdown involving 
the hero and diabolical Hydra 
lets loose the special effects. 

Amidst the death and 
destruction, Markus and 
McFeely flesh out characters 
and back stories, fanning an air 
of fear and paranoia that harks 
back to Cold War thrillers of a 
bygone military age. 

The canny casting of Robert 
Redford in a meaty supporting 



role conjures fond memories 
of Three Days Of The 
Condor, which also explored 
skulduggery within the 
corridors of power. 

Set two years after The 
Avengers, The Winter Soldier 
opens with Steve Rogers (Chris 
Evans) acclimatising to life in 
present day Washington D.C.. 

In his heroic guise as Captain 
America, he leads a daring 
rescue mission at sea, flanked 
by sexy spy Natasha Romanoff 
(Scarlett Johansson) and 
S.H.I.E.L.D.'s counter-terrorism 
unit. 

Soon after, Nick Fury escorts 
Rogers into the bowels of the 
agency's headquarters, which 
houses three state-of-the- 
art heli-carriers. These aerial 
warships, codenamed Project 
Insight, will extinguish threats 
to global peace from the skies, 
killing terrorists before they 
have a chance to strike. 

"I thought the punishment 


usually came after the crime," 
observes Rogers. 

"We can't afford to wait that 
long," retorts Fury coldly. 

Alexander Pierce (Redford), a 
senior member of S.H.I.E.L.D. 
and the World Security Council, 
echoes Fury's grave concerns. 

"To build a better world, 
sometimes you've got to tear 
the old one down," he warns 
Rogers, who seems to be the 
person concerned about the 
moral implications of playing 
judge, jury and executioner 
with the push of a button. 

There's an inescapable feeling 
throughout that this is an 
appetiser to the main course 
of a third film in 2016 and sure 
enough, the Russo brothers' 
picture ends with a cliffhanger.

Go and grow ecd 


IF your planting is attracting 
bees, butterflies and other 
wildlife, your shed is devoid of 
pesticides and your fruit and veg 
are strictly organic, then you are 
already heading along the right 
road to eco-friendliness. 

But follow these 10 simple tips 
and you could get even further, 
even faster. 

1 Plant bright flowers such 
as candytuft, sunflowers 
and marigolds, to encourage 
beneficial insects like ladybirds 
and lacewings. These will eat 
aphids such as blackfly, which can 
decimate your flowers and crops. 
Bluebells, cowslips, foxgloves 
and primroses are all wildflowers 
to add colour and beauty to any 
garden. Buy flowers that will 
bloom as late into the autumn as 
possible, to allow more beneficial 
bugs and bees plenty of time to 
pollinate. 

2 Invest in a water butt. Even 
better, blend it in with your 
garden scheme by building a 
wooden casing around it and 
painting it, suggests DIY power 
tool experts Dremel (www. 
dremel.co.uk). Alternatively, buy 
an old wine barrel as an attractive 
alternative and customise it 

so you can fill a watering can. 
Wooden water butts need

to stand above ground level, 
allowing the wood to breathe 
from beneath. 

3 Create your own makeshift 
mulch. If you have collected 
leaves to make leaf mould over 
the years, this will act as a great 
mulch in spring. Alternatively, use 
compost, bark or garden clippings 
which have been shredded. 

4 Consider 'companion 
planting' to ward off predators. 
Many plant combinations mask 
each other with scent. The smell 
of Tagetes (French marigolds) will 
deter whitefly, while garlic and 
other alliums have been used as 
companions to keep pests at bay. 
Trailing nasturtiums repel woolly 
aphids, while bugle extract repels 
cabbage white caterpillars. In a 
similar way, leeks repel carrot 
flies, okra shields peppers from 
wind, while tall crops provide a 
canopy for short ones, such as 


lettuce and spinach, which prefer 
partial shade in the heat. 

5 Recycle everyday packaging 
to use in your garden. Plastic 
cartons which have held pre¬ 
packed veg can be adapted as 
seed trays, yoghurt pots which 
have been thoroughly cleaned 
can be used to raise seedlings 
and larger plastic bottles with 
the bottoms cut off can work as 
makeshift cloches around young 
vulnerable plants. Large wooden 
crates can be used to store fruit 
and veg later on in the season. 

6 Set up a worm compost bin if 
you only have a small space, and 
make a home for some small, red 
tiger worms, which you can buy. 
Use a wooden box with holes and 
a lid for a worm compost bin., 
add a layer of moist, shredded 
newspaper and soil for their 
bedding, then feed them once 

a week with vegetable peelings 
wrapped in newspaper or paper 
towels. Every two or three 
months, the rich, fine compost 
will be ready to use. 

7 Use solar power to light the 
path to your front door. Solar 
lights fixed into the ground store 
energy at low cost in the daytime 
and light the way to your front 
door in the dark. Cut niches into 
your paving stones by using a 


compact saw or plant them either 
side of your path in the garden 
borders. 

8 Make a compost bin if you 
don't already have one. To make 
a simple wooden compost bin 
simply cut wooden slats to size 
and screw them together at right 
angles. Sand down any sharp 
edges or splintered wood, then 
prepare your compost by layering 
grass cuttings, leaves and natural 
waste from your kitchen (such as 
paper, cardboard and vegetable 
peelings) and turn regularly. Once 
the waste has rotted, it should be 
an ideal supply to mix with your 
garden top soil. 

9 Charge battery-powered 
equipment the smart way. If 
your garden tools are battery- 
powered, bear in mind that the 
prices charged for electricity 
may vary at different times of 
the day and night. Once you 
have the details you can start 
saving money by charging 
batteries during off-peak hours. 
Additionally, lithium-ion batteries 
retain their charge even if they 
haven't been used for some time. 

10 Minimise your non- 
permeable hard landscaping, such 
as pavers set in concrete. Create 
boundaries with hedging rather 
than fencing if you can.

Rocking Robin is in 
Winter wonderland 


LINGFIELD'S coral.co.uk Winter 
Derby had attracted several class acts 
but it was to be won by a six-year-old 
former handicapper as Robin Hoods 
Bay provided trainer Ed Vaughan with 
his biggest success to date. 

To give due credit to the all- 
weather specialist, he had finished 
second to Farraaj in last year's race 
and Vaughan had brought the 10-1 
chance to the boil for the Group 
Three event with three lead-up 
outings. 

Robin Hoods Bay was fourth 
to the 7-4 favourite Grandeur in 
last month's trial, and with the 
market leader managing initially to 
overcome his outside draw before 
weakening disappointingly, jockey 
Luke Morris found his chief rival 
to be Godolphin's Windhoek, who 
he passed inside the final furlong 
and defeated by three quarters of 
a length. 

Farraaj was only fifth and jockey 
Andrea Atzeni was given a three- 
day ban (April 6,7-8) for causing 
interference to Windhoek at the 
first bend of what was a messy race. 

Vaughan said: "We'll have to 
go for the £200,000 race on Good 
Friday now and then give him a 
well-deserved break. I'm particularly 


pleased for his owner, Alan 
Pickering, who has been with me 
since the start and loves Lingfield." 

There was talk of Ertijaal being 
of QIPCO 2000 Guineas potential 
prior to the 32Red Spring Cup, and 
while the promising colt got the job 
done, trainer William Haggas was 
non-committal. 

Beaten only by leading two- 
year-old Toormore on his debut 
before winning his only other start 
last June, the 5-4 favourite was 
drawn on the wide outside and 
Paul Hanagan had to bounce him 
quickly from the stalls to get a 
position. 

Ertijaal raced keenly and was 
pushed to lead two furlongs from 
home but was nearly given a shock 
when American Hope started 
gaining rapidly and was only a 
head in arrears at the post. 

Haggas said: "I'm glad to get 
that out of the way, it's very hard 
to make an assessment on that 
race, so we will see. It wasn't a nice 
draw, but he was pretty flat-out at 
the end. At least he's had a run. 

"Now I can train him properly 
anyway. That will bring him on a 
lot, I'm sure. We can get stuck into 
him now. I'm happy enough."

Drawbridge ban is a 
blow for Newmarket 


NEWMARKET head coach Steve 
Drawbridge has been hit with a 
16-week ban by Eastern Counties 
Rugby Union. 

He was handed the suspension at 
a disciplinary hearing on Thursday 
at Bury St Edmunds RFC. 

Drawbridge, who is also man¬ 
ager and lead coach of the 
Cambridgeshire senior team, 
the Cambs RFU’s chairman and 
Eastern Counties representative, 
was accused of verbally abus¬ 
ing a match official in a recent 
Newmarket Greene King IPA 


Eastern Counties One game. 

The ban is towards the higher end 
of the mid-range entry point for the 
offence, which starts at 12 weeks in 
accordance with the RFU’s recom¬ 
mended disciplinary sanctions. 

The top end entry point is at 18 
weeks, while the longest suspension 
handed down by the region’s union 
for a similar offence is 26 weeks. 

When contacted, Eastern 
Counties RU confirmed the length 
of Drawbridge’s ban, but said 
their policy is not to publicise the 
evidence given in disciplinary 


hearings or how decisions over the 
length of suspensions are reached. 

Newmarket will not comment 
until a decision has been made on 
whether or not to appeal. 

Meanwhile, Newmarket’s 33-0 
defeat to Southwold was not as bad 
as the result looked, according to 
director of rugby Gareth Godfrey. 

Southwold were 7-0 up at half 
time, and despite Newmarket hav¬ 
ing a number of chances, the hosts 
surged clear in the second half. 

Ben Cockerton played for 70 
minutes with two broken bones in 


his hand and a dislocated thumb, 
and Ben Cooper and Lewis Smith 
picked up injuries, meaning New¬ 
market finished the match with 14 
men as they only had a squad of 16. 

“The first half we did well and 
had a good amount of possession, 
to be honest,” said Godfrey. “We 
played the last 20 with 14 and just 
ran out of steam as they scored two 
tries. It was an entertaining game, 
to be honest. 

“Had we got the penalties 
and the try after half time it might 
have been closer, but it was just 


not enough.” 

He added: “We need one bonus- 
point win which would be enough 
to secure the play-off place.”
